Senator Sbeimac, to respond to the 
dominant [sentiment of the country, in­ 
troduced in the senate an anti-trust bill. 
It was intended to prevent the unright­ 
eous organizations called trusts from us­ 
ing an influence which might be detri­ 
mental to the interests cf the people. 
Senator Sherman and Senator Ingalls, 
and several others, had carefully exam­ 
ined the question, and the judgment of 
the senators was that the bill should pass 
that the growing power cf trusts with 
their 
relentless 
grasp and unlimited 
greed were a positive harm to this coun­ 
try. 


But all the senators did not think as 
Sherman and Ingalls did, and when the 
bill came up a vote was taken to rifer it 
to the judiciary committee, which means, 
to use the remark of Senator Nanoe, to 
consign it to “ mausoleum of senatorial 
literature.” 
When the &enatois want to 
bury a bill and they have not the cour­ 
age to kill it outright, they send it to the 
judiciary committee, for to tbat commit 
tee there is no such a thing known as a

As Colonel Sellers always preferred the 
word “k iirto that of “murder,” becsuse 
it was a milder word, so the senates 
prefer to send a bill to the graveyard of 
the judiciary committee rather than kill 
it because it is a milder way to deal with 
it, although the effeot is the same in 
either case. 
It is somewhat interesting to note the 
vote on the slaughtering of this bill* 
There were 22 democrats and 9 repub­ 
licans to vt te down the bill to prevent 
trusts. Ne thing better could be expected

Not one of the Wisconsin sena­ 
tors voted to kill the bill. The vote for 
the bill included 22 republicans and only 
6 democrats. Ib is analysis of the vote 
shows how the two parties stand on the 
question of abolishing trusts. It is said a 
new bill will be framed—not quite so 
sweeping as the Sherman bill—and that 
there is some hope of its peeing.

There recently appeared in Harper’s 
Weekly an aiticie on Mr. George Jones, 
the publisher of the New York Times. 
The iatannt of the sketch was ta show 
the admirable moral courage wUioh Mr. 
Jones displayed in 1871 in exposing the 
Tweed 
ring 
'rands 
upon 
the oity 
treasury. 
Bo 
far the article is ex­ 
cellent 
in 
purpose 
for the history 
o f that exposure made the Times a great 
moral newspaper. But before showing 
Lew the uigLty bas filler, let us give 
Mr. Jc'Uts credit for what he did in 1871 
When the corruption of the Tweed ring 
became ktfowc, it was t HVred to a cer 
tain daily wl ion refuted to publish it. It 
was then cffered to the Times, and Mr 
J oxes accepted 
it. 
When 
it was 
learned by the ring tbat the Times 
would publish the exposure, Tweed sent 
rn man to labor with Mr. Jones. A meet­ 
ing took place in a lawyer’s ofioe where 
he met Richard B . Connolly, the con­ 
troller, and partner with Tweed in the 
great crime, and.there the following re­ 
markable conversation took place: 
“ 'I don’t want to see this man,’ said 
Mr. Jones, and he turned to go out of 
the plaoe. 
‘“ For Gode sake,’ exclaimed Connolly, 
Met me say one word to yon.' At this 
appeal Mr. Jones stopped. 
Connolly 
then made him a proposition to forego 
the publication of the documents he had 
in bn possession, and offered him an 
enormous sam of money to do this. Toe 
amount cf this offer was $5,000,000! 
As 
C molly waited for the answer, Mr. Jones 
said: 
“ I don’t think the devil will ever make 
a higher bi I for me than that.’ 
“Uonnoily then began to {lead, and 
drew a graphic pi clare of what ane cauld 
do with $5,000,000. 
He concluded by 
Baying: 
“ Why with that sum you can go to 
Europe and live like a prince.’ 
“ ‘Yes,’ said Mr. Joner/bnt I should 
know that I was a rase ii. I cannot con­ 
sider yonr offer, or any offer not ta pub­ 
lish the fact* in my possession.’ 
“ ‘A few days thereafter the proofs of 
the frauds oame oat in the ‘lim es,’ and 
were Hashed to the four quarters of the 
globe.” 
The admirable courage was displayed 
when the Time; was a republican news­ 
paper. How is it now when cancelled by 
« mugwump spirit? It may not bd fair 
to shadow its glory of 1871 by recent ex­ 
hibitions t f party treachery, glaring in­ 
consistency, and moral cowardice, but 
inasmuch as Harper’s Weekly was deal. 
reg with the lim es present as well as 
future, and see bow Mr. Jones’ moral 
courage stands tc-day. 
In the t arly { art c f 1884 the lim * s had 
occasion 1 1 deal with Grover Cleveland 
b s governor of New Tori', in which 
printed some facts of histoty in regard ta 
gubernatcriil action. The times was se­ 
vere— but ju st-in it; criticism, and 
went on to write Mr. Cleveland down 
the smallest st gleeman in the Empire 
state. 
Bat in a few mouths alter, when 
Cleveland was nominated far the presi­ 
dency, the Times exhausted it i ability in 
trying to make kb readers believe that 
Cleveland was the greatest reformer and

L o u i s v i l l e , Ky., March 30.—Tho yel­ 
low floods of the Ohio, lapping the tops 
of tho highest leeves and threatening 
death and destruction to the towns along 
the river banks, met a greater horror 
than any to which it had ever given 
birth as it rolled on its wray to the Mis­ 
sissippi. 
In the rushing of a mighty 
wind a giant of the air, leaving wreck 
and ruin on the prairies of southern 
Illinois, swept up the swollen stream, 
and in less than three hours wrought 
damage which months of work can uot 
repair, and slew scores, perhaps hun­ 
dred’s of human beings. 
In Louisville alone at least one hun­ 
dred lives were lost and meager reports 
or still more ominous silence indicates 
an awful loss of life in other towns. 
Whole villages aro said to have been 
leveled to the ground, and there is 
reason to believe that when news from 
these stricken hamlets comes to the pub­ 
lic the death-list will reach 
appalling 
proportions. 
First reports led to the conclusion 
that tho cyclone which laid so much of 
Louisville in ruins and the wind storm 
which toro its way across Illinois were 
not the same, and it is difficult now to 
explain the wide area of country visited. 
A general storm raged over most of that 
part of tao United States between tho 
Missouri river and the Alleghanies and 
north of tile Ohio Thursday evening, 
and it is probable that there were sev­ 
eral cyclones, tornadoes, and hurricanes. 
The wcll-know'ii eccentric movements 
of cyclones would account for the wide 
distance between the points affected in 
southern Illinois and along the Ohio 
river, and it seems likely that the cy­ 
clone which struck Louisville and tho 
one which a few hours earlier had 
whirled over the southern part of UH-A 
nois were identical. 
Falling upon tho country a few miles r 
east of the Mississippi between Cairo 
and St. Louis, it rose again into tho air 
whence it came 
somewhere east of 
Louisville. 
Between these two points 
its course is only two plainly marked 
and its continuous progress established. 
Special 
dispatches 
show that the 
cyclone was first felt at Nashville, Car­ 
bondale, and Murphysboro, three towns 
lying in A line almost north and south. 
The extreme distance between these 
towns is about forty-five miles. 
Tearing its way across the State to 
Olney, not far from the Indiana lino, it 
seems to have turned southward, for it 
was felt at Evansville, 
Ind. 
In the 
meantime, Metropolis, IU., on the Ohio 
river, had been half wrecked, one person 
.filled and several injured, and $250,000 
worth of property destroyed. 
Up the 
Ohio the cyclone raced and, crossing into 
Kentucky, laid the country in ruins. 
Tho board of trade of Louisville has 
made a canvass of the ruined district 
and the estimate of seventy-five persons 
killed is obtained from the returns. 
Other estimates placo tho loss of life 
much higher, and it is uot improbable 
that tho story told by the ruins will 
bear them out. 
Tho board has gone to work with a 
splendid courage that will command the 
admiration of the whole country to re­ 
lieve the needy and repair the terrible 
ruin the city has suffered. 
It sends 
out a statement 
that the loss will 
not exceed $2,000,000, and says that 
though 
tile 
calamity 
is 
a 
great 
one the 
residents of tho city 
feel 
able to cope with it unaided. 
That aid 
will be furnished if needed or desired is 
evident from the ready proffers from 
neighboring States 
and cities. 
It is 
likely that this generous assistance will 
be required by the smaller towns and 
villages, in which the people will be less 
able to face the disaster which has over­ 
taken them. 


D estruction at Grand Rivers. 


P.. DUCA ii, Ky., March 31.—A terrific 
cyclone struck the little town of Grand 
Rivers, twenty-seven miles east of this 
city, and nearly swept the place away. 
Grand Rivers is the new manufacturing 
town just about being established by 
Boston capitalists. 
The cyclone came 
upon the place preceded by a heavy fall 
of hail. 
It came quickly and lasted but 
a few moments, but in that time a dozen 
houses had been leveled and as many 
inoro wrecked. 
Mrs. 
M attie 
Beck 
wras hurled a distance of 200 yards and 
killed, and John Etheridge, 
a 
boy, 
was 
crushed 
to 
death 
by 
a 
falling house. 
Nineteen others were in­ 
jured, but only Jeff Coons seriously. 
Houses were swept like kindling wood 
from over entire families, and no one 
hurt. 
A terrible roar preceded the cy­ 
clone, and followed its departure. 
Pass­ 
ing 
from Grand Rivers the cyclone 
struck the railroad bridge over Cumber­ 
land river half a mile beyond and tore 
away a span and toppled the draw into 
the river, thus cutting off all trains. 
All telegraph lines were destroyed, and 
only through a relief train sent out from 
this place could tho facts be learned. 
At Farmington, 
twenty-five

south, there was great damage to build 
ings from the same storm, but no loss of 
life. 
At Metropolis there was also great 
damage.

Q u e e n s t o w n * , March 31.—The steamer 
City of Paris, from New York, arrived 
here Saturday, three days overdue. 
All 
on bard were well. 
The City of Paris was sighted 25 miles 
west of Crook Haven with her machinery 
disabled. 
She was being towed by 
another steamer. 
The American steamer Ohio, Capt. 
Sargent, from Liverpool for Philadel­ 
phia, arrived off Crook Haven at 9 
o’clock Saturday morning and signaled 
that the British steamer Aldersgate, 
Capt. Cheshire, from Galveston, March 
7, for Liverpool, was towing tho City of 
Paris. 
Tho Ohio then put back to assist in 
bringing the disabled steamer into port, 
which was accomplished at i o’clock in 
tho afternoon. 
The accident by which tho City of 
Paris was disabled occurred on Tuesday 
and was caused by the breakage of the 
low-pressure cylinder of tho port engine, 
the flying pieces of metal forcing the 
bulkhead and disabling the starboard 
engine. 
The passengers became panic­ 
stricken when they found that the ship 
was making water and that there was a 
possibility of the vessel foundering. 
Tho water, which flooded the engine 
compartment, was forced through the 
injection tubes, which, it is alleged, the 
engineer during the excitement hail neg­ 
lected to shut. The starboard engine 
was shattered almost to pieces, tho port 
engine-room was filled with upward of 
2,000 tons of water, and the port engine 
was entirely useless. 
Terrible 
consequences would hay* 
ensued but for the bravery of tho sec­ 
ond engineer, who, at tho risk of his 
life, enveloped as ho was in hissing ' 
steam, managed to shut off the steam, 
thus saving the machinery from total 
demolition, which would have happened 
had the engines continued working. He 
then escaped unhurt. 
Statements by passengers, which are 
similar to other accounts of the acci­ 
dent, are to the effect that there was a 
loud crash followed by an explosion. 
The ship 
quivered and the 
engine 
thumped. 
The vessel leaked rapidly 
from the hole in her bottom. 
Tho offi- 
eers calmed the excited passengers. The 
conduct of the crew was admirable. 
The weather was fine and thoro was no 
wind. 
During the sixty hours that the 
steamer drifted she kept showing dis­ 
tress signals, sending up rockets and 
burning flares. 
On Friday morning the Adriatic was 
sigil ted. 
She offered to convey the 
passengers to New York, but tho offer 
was declined. 
Tho Adriatic then pro­ 
ceeded and sent tho Aldersgate to aid 
tho City of Paris. 
Three tugs joined the 
disabled vessel to accompany her to 
port. 
The passengers held a meeting at 
which they returned thanks to Provi­ 
dence for their delivery. 
They also ex­ 
pressed their appreciation of the ex­ 
emplary conduct of the captain and 
crew and raised a subscription of £600 
for the Liverpool and New York Mari­ 
ners' institute.

W ashington, March 31.—The Repub­ 
lican members of the committee of ways 
and means have at last agreed upon a 
tariff bill. 
The free list Is considerably 
enlarged, and one of the Important items 
transferred to it is works of art. 
Tho 
art patrons of this country have for 
many years been endeavoring to have 
pictures and statuary placed on the free 
list, but domestic painters and sculptors 
have been protected as well as the sheep 
and iron men. 
This bill, however, pro­ 
vides that paintings in oil which are 
the products of professional artists arid 
sculptures from a single block of stone 
shall hereafter be admitted free. 
The duty on musical 
instruments 
made of brass is increased from 23 to 4.5 
per cent. 
Carpet wools remain as they 
were originally in the bill and are taxed 
at 3 ^ cents a pound, an increase of I 
cont over the prosent duty. 
A new schedule has been added to the 
tariff bill which contains a concession of 
great importance. 
Blankets, flannels, 
and other woolen goods costing less 
than 30 cents a pound are admitted at a 
duty of 23 jier cent ad valorem instead 
of 43 per cent, as at present. 
A large niimberof additions have been 
made to tho free list from the chemical 
schedule, consisting mostly of chemicals 
that enter into the daily uses of tile 
people. 
The duty on lumber is Axed at SI.50 
per 1,000 feet, which is a cut of 25 j «• 
cent from the present duty. 
The reduc­ 
tion carries with it a proviso that lum­ 
ber imported from Canada shall not be 
admitted under the reduced duty unless 
tho government of tile dominion removes 
the export duty from logs imported in­ 
to the United States. 
Therefore, as 
long as Canadians keep their export 
duty on logs, their lumber will bo taxed 
$2 per 1,000 feet. 
The bill repeals all the special license 
taxes on manufacturers and dealers in 
tobacco, which, it is said, will gratify 
5(H),OOO people who are engaged in tile 
tobacco trade in this country. 
The internal revenue tax on manufac­ 
tured tobacco is reduced 50 per cent. 
This will make a reduction of about 
$12,000,000 from tho present revenue. 
The entire reduction in tile revenues of 
the government by tho bill will be about 
$45, OOO, (HH).
